THE INAUGURATION OF THE 
HOSPICIO DO 8. C, DE JESUS. 

In the article on the building activity in 
Hongkong which appeared in these columns 
not many weeks ago, reference was made 
to the appronching completion of the build- 
ing in St. Francis Stroot, Wanchai, for the 
Roman Catholic Mission, which was to 
furnish o home for some. of the aged poor 
of this Colony. “When the cause of Charity 
appenls tothe people of Hongkong, it seems 
“that it never appeals in vain ; for, indeed, we 
inay aay that they have learnt well the truth 
of Jeremy Taylor's saying that * Christian 
eharity is friendship to all the world ; it is 
friendship expanded like the face of the 
qun ivhen ib mounts above the castorn hills.’ 
‘Thanks tv a generous community the neces- 
sary funds for the building were raised by 
public subscription. It is now completed, 
and the ‘Hospicia do 5. GC. de Jesus,’ as 
the home has been named, was inaugurated 
on Saturday last. As a briof deseription 
of the building may interest some of our 
readers we will nota its principal features 
and the accommodation it provides, leaving 
our readers to gather what ila chief object. 
and scope will bo from tho speeches that 
sere dclivered in tho-course of the inaugu- 
ral ceremony. 

The building adjoins the small hospital 
attached tu the Wanchai branch of tho Tt 
Tia Convent in St. Franeis Street. * Facing 
the harbour on the north it stunds on wn 
elevated position with the bills sloping 
down Kennedy Road on the South. Jt 
commands a magnificent view of the entira 
haybuur on the cast and the range of bar- 
ren bills still farther in that direction to 
Lyemun Pass, thus onjoying not only an 
unobstructed view of the sea but alsv the 
henetit of s refreshing breeze when the 
light zephyr winds blow fron the north. 
The main desideratum of a goud health 
sito has therefore been obtained, and 
if one thing more than another should 
contrilmte to the happiness of the future

inmates of the home in the evening of their 
days when nasociitions of ‘happier hours’ 
are no more, this lovely situation of their 
fast carthy home, with its charming natural 
surroundings, shuuld certainly sflord them 
relief.

Kitchen ond sorvanta’ 
quarters are provided in o detached build- 
ing at the back. 

A fow minutes before four ’clock the 
Right Rev. Bishop Piazzoli arrived when a 
large number of friends ond well-wishers 
had already assembled to take part in the 
interesting proceedings which counmenced 
shortly after four. ‘The hall was tastefully 
decorated for tho occwion, When lus 
Lordship and the principal gucsts had 
taken their seats, 

Dr A. S. Gomes, with whom originated. 
tho idea of the home and by whose munifi- 
cont gift chiefly it hus been possible to 
build: it, addressed" those present, in 
Portugese, as_follows :—Your Lordships, 
Mr Romano,- President of the Sociely of 
Sr Vincent de Paul, Ladies and Gentle- 
men,—As: ons. who hud the happy

A BURMA-SIAMESE RAILWAY, 

The late Mr John Coryton, a former Re- 
cotder of Maulmain, was always warm ad- 
vocate of opening up trade with Chiengmai 
and the Luos States by o lino of railway 
haying its termaiqus in Mauhnsin, Ho ac- 
companied the late Mr W. R. Malin, 
one of the pioneor foresters of Moulmain, up 
the Salwcon river, and over a portiun of the 
land route from Yimbaing to the Thoungyin

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“QOMETHING ABOUT THE SIKHS. 


Tho Sikhs, aa is woll known, occupy the 
Punjab province of India and are of Rajput 
and Jat descent. Of those who built up 
their kingdom three porsons stand out very 
conspicuously - first, the founder of their 
religion, Baba Nanak, secondly, he who 
added a political creed and formed its peo- 
ple. into a- powerful satay, community, 
Govind Rai, and, thirdly, Ranjit Singh, 
who welded the heterogeneous sectaries 
into which the people were divided into'a 
homogeneous whole, inte @ united king- 
dom. ? 

Although the work of Nanak und Gu- 
vind towards the accomplished end was 
considerable, tho greatest character of tho 
three was Ranjit. 
in 1469 4.0, at Tali-wandi near Lahore, of 
tho Khattri or’ trading class, Nanak led an 
uneventful life until, inspited by the writ- 
inga of tho holy Hindu- poet Baght Kabir, 
he began to meditate seriously on the im- 
perfections around him and to note. the 
shortcomings of the Hindu religion. 
Ono day on going to bathe ho is said to 
havo been takun up into the, Divine 
presence when, a4 in the story of 
Mahomed, he was ordered to, preach the 
doctrine of the true God on carth, . Like 
Bhudda, whose teachings his own resem- 
bled, he abandoned wifo and family, and, 
clad aa an ascetic, with one follower, he 
went forth into the world tu preach a new 
faith. Nanak, un preaching the. existence 
of no ull jowedik uncreated, intompre- 
hensible and all-pervading God, rejected 
superstition, itoldrry, and caste, and en- 
denyuured to inculaile a higher morality 
ameng the people. In carrying out his 
uingion he travelled to the north and 
te the south, to the cast and 
to the wert, naming his adhergnts Sikhs, 
Jearners, the’ réligious designation of 
the followers of his creed to this day. 
Nanak admitted as his disciples all classes 
of peuple, and although strictly oppos- 
ed.to the Brahmins did not strictly 
enjoin the sbélition of caste. Nanak 
denounced asceticism, and hetd that the

This ceremony entsiled the dissolution of 
sugar candy in water, which was atirred 
with a dagger, the person haptised drink- 
ing a portion, the remainder being poured 
over him whilecertain sacred sentences 
were recited, ending with the baptizer and 
baptised shouting * Victory fo tho Khalsa 
of the Guru.’ 

The sacred ings of the Sikh religion 
are embodied in tho Adhi Gruuth. Its 
teachings demand reverence of the chicf or 
Guru; respect and worship of the saints, 
the practice of ablution and charity, and 
denounces unchastity, evil speaking, selfish- 
ness und-heresy. Like Mahonedanism—w 
conspicuously weak point is its doctrine of 
predestination, showing that the conduct of 
man has no influence on his future, that his 
destiny is-absolutely fixed, It has been 
described as teaching that the character of 
man is governed by one of the three quuli- 
ties, virtue, passion, or ignorance, and that 
his future in the next world is determined, 
as one or the other predominates his soul 
during this life. 

Nanak dicd in 1588 and was succeoded- 
by 10 successive Gurus or chief priests | 
and prapheta. Of these the third built the 
sacred tank at Amritsar, while his son

tusted by a spirit of revenge against the 
Mabomedans for torturing and killin, 

his father when he, Govind, was. still 
a youth, resolved that the destruction of 
this power should be the great aim of his 
life. He spent his earlier years in study, 
and ‘was considerably moro learned than 
any of his predecossors when he entered 
pe lic life. Ho wns moro polytheistic in 


is views than Nanak, and indeed pro- 
pitiated the Hindu Goddess Durga to 
avhom a human sacrifice was offered before 
he commenced to carry out his work of 
revenge. At this time the Sikh people were 
divided up into a number of tribal eonfoder- 
acies under independent chiefs consisting of” 
robber-bands constantly up.in arms against 
one another or temporarily combining to at- 
tack other powers. There was practically 
no form of government excopt that of the 
sword, and the agriculturist was bled to tho 
last drop. It was Govind’s aim to create 
a fnilitary union of some permanence that 
should be able tu break the Mahoinedan 
power at Delhi and conquer the Punjab. 
To this end ho first resolved td adapt the 
Sikh scriptures to his own views without 
altering them in any material particular, 

Ho added to the ceremony -of the pahul 
by baptising all those who joined his 
standard with the appollative of Singh 
(lion), while he kept up fascinating dis- 


; pay and worked miracles, till his fame 


came widespread and he was accepted as 
rophet and priest by & large community. 
‘o distinguish his adherents from Hindus, 
Govind required them to wear a distirici- 
tive dress and to carry certain weapons and 
utensils, tho principal of which was a 
sword. Govind was favoured in the work 
of strengthening his position in two ways, 
First, the Moghul ser of Dethi increased 


perseouting them for their independent 
spirit, and, secondly, becauso he fas equ- 
ally intolerant in his dealings with the 
Hindu feudatory tribes, whose hinds were 
alsd against him.

INCREASE .OF. THE FRENCT NAVY. 

: * Paris; April 1. 

The Minister of Marino to-day presented 
to the Chamber a Bill for additious to the 
Freuels Navy. estimated 'to cost eighty rmil- 
lion franes. “In the preanible to the Dill, 
tho Minister says that before the opening’ 

5 nentary ion the Go- 
ént had already recognised the neces- 
sity of asking irom Parliament the means 
of maintaining the French Navy in the con- 
dition required by the political situation of 
the Republic... With that objéct in view, it 
had introduced the indispenssble modifica- 
tions in the programme of 1891 to reatore 
the necessary cquilibriunm between the 
French Naval forces and those of Foreign 
Powers. 

In ordor to endow the French Fleet with 
the most pressingly-needed vessels, it will, 
says tho Minister, be requisite, after the 
sanction-of Parliament has been obtained, 
to commence this year, and in addition 
to the versels mentioned in the list of new 
ships annexed to the Budget of 1897, the 
construction of one ironclad battleship of 
about twelve thousand tons, two, cruisers 
of ‘seven thousand five hundred tona, two 
protected: cruisers (croiseurs protéges de 
station) of two thousand five hundred ‘tons, 
four high-sea torpedo-boat destroyers of 


boats for coast defence of. cighty-five 
tons. The cost of these additional vessels, 
which will be built so that the last of 


the year 1902, wil! amount to cighty million 
francs, -.. to. be - provided in unequal 
amounts during six consecutive years. 
Besides the exceptional..culluy required 
for these vessels this year, it. will. be 
requisite to ‘provide in the~ ‘noxt 
and following years for the carrying out of 
the naval programmo’ within the period 
which, says the Minister of the Marine, is 
imposed on France by the rapid incrosse 
of the naval forcos of urope, yy tho cen- 
struction of a certain number of new vessels 
at proper intervals to utilise the producing 
power of the French shipyards, without, 
however, imposing on France financial sa- 
crifices exceeding the normal ‘resources of 
her Budget. Tho last vessels to be built 
comprised in the programme would be ships 
of sinall tonnage ; they would be commenc- 
ed in 1903 und finished in 1905—that is to 
say, within cight yoars’ from now. Tho 
assistance «f private industry, alresdy ne- 
cessary in ordinary times, will be liad re- 
course to onra large scale for the construo- 
tion vf the additional vessels, The Mi- 
nister adds :— 

‘If Parliament. authorises in time the 
commencement of the works, the division 
of which is already provisionally setticd be« 
tween the Staw arsenals and tho private 
shipyards, eight million four hundred and 
sixty-eight thousand seven hundred and 
twenty-seven fraucs will be applied in 1897 


mentioned above. It is absolutely urgent 
to begin the work, The greatest aativity 
prevails in tho shipyards of our neighbours, 
and all the nations, groat or small, rich or 
poor, are setting themselves resulately to 
work. Should we not be guilty it we 
allowed. ourselves to bo left behind, aspeci- 
ally as in the matter of building new ships 
it-would be impossible for us ‘to make up 
for lost time ?’—Standard, :
